TheV Information Science Center, in conjunction with the Office of Soviet 
Analysis , will present a seminar on vrtiat a recent editorial in The Washington 
Post called *'the most important political number in the world" -- estimates 
of the costs of the Soviet defense effort. The CIA's estimat^ procedures, 
results, and the implications of its estimates will be the primary focus of 
the seminar, although complementary methodologies and criticisms of the CIA 
approach also will be presented. 

Some areas to be examined are: 

1. The Soviet decision process for budget making; in particular, 
the allocation of resources for defense. 

2. Defense production and its relationship with the rest of the 

economy. 

3. Problems in estimating the Soviet defense effort. 

4. The CIA estimating methodology. 

5. Results of recent work: trends and comparisons. 

6. Future trends in Soviet def^ise costs. 

The seminar format encourages maximum participation. Minimal outside 
work may be requested. 

ELIGIBILITY : 

Analysts and officers at all levels whose responsibilities may require a 
kno\\rledge of the methods and estimates of defense expenditures analysis. 

SECURITY :
